“TI would like to take one of the war 
orphans into my home,” she said. “I 
don't much care whether it bea boy or 
ggitl, But one thing I do insist on: it 
must be an ugly child. Indeed, I really 
want a homely child. If it be cross- 
eyed, with faded red hair, ao much the 
better. 

“TI have no children of myown. We 
have a good home, with a very vacant 
place in it for a little victim of the war. 
All my life I have known what it is to 
be called homely. And I want a homely 
child—perhaps, after all, it had better 
be a very homely little girl—to take care 
of and love and make happy. I know 
just how to do it.“ 

Suddenly Very Real. 

Yesterday the appealing figure of the 
war orphan seemed to become very real 
to the people of Chicago and of the 
g@untry round about. Far back and 
om either side of the three hundred miles 
at bloody trenches which bid the fight- 
ing men they saw the children, proces- 
sions of little children, driven from their 
burned homes, their fathers killed in 
battle, separated from their mothers, 
tamping over the country, trying to keep 
at of the way of the terrible machinery 
of War. 7 

Scores of men and women came to the 
bureau in the Tribune building asking 
how they might best help, how they 
might make sure of getting one or more 
of the war orphans to take into their 
homes for permanent adoption or tem- 
porary care. From small towns and 
from farms in the middle west came 
other offers. Men sent and brought 
checks to help pay the great expense in- 
volved in gathering the children together 
and bringing them in safety and comfort 
across the ocean. Physicians, nurses, 
and one or two retired business men vol- 
unteered their services? 

“The Tribune” Gets Ready. 

Meanwhile THe TRIBUNE is commt- 
neating by cable with officials in Bel- 
gium, where the present need is greatest 
and most pressing. Dr. Evans of THE 
Trpune staff is making progress in 
the organization of a supervisory and 
administrative staff. The whole under- 
taking is so unprecedented and so seri- 
ous that Tue TRIBUNE is using the ut- 
most pains to properly safeguard every 
step. But the coming of winter makes 
haste necessary if the children are to 
be saved from added suffering. 

One Chicago woman, who has just re- 
turned from a trip through Austria and 
horthern France, undertaken since the 
war started, brings back with her a 
series of moving mental pictures which 
sent her hurrying down to THE TRIBUNE 
bureau early yesterday morning. 

Long Lines of Children. 

“We traveled some miles behind the 
battle lines in northern France,” she 
bald, “but marching along many of the 
broad white roads leading down to the 
south we saw long processions of little 
children, herded like small animals out 
of the way of danger.

Here’s Offer of Bribe. 


Excerpts from the letter follow: 

“Do you want to make a Mlling on 
the Michiganm-—Corneli game? If you do, 
come to Ann Arbor at once and see me, 
and I will guarantee to your satisfaction 
that Cornell will win. A word to the 
wise ig sufficient. Hughitt comes from 
the same town I do, and he doesn’t care 
a— about winning the Cornell game. 

** Maulbetsch is sore at Hughitt, and if I 
could see you for an hour I could explain 
a little scheme whereby we could clean 
up $20,000 to $30,000. I have conducied 
a store on State street for ten years. I 
cash all the student checks. I Know I 
am acquainted with more students than 
any one on the street. We might run 
the thing up to $40,000 or $50,000. 

“The students are just wild over the 
Harvard game. They think Michigan is 
the greatest team on earth. I was told 
by Germany Schulz, assistant coach, 
that Cornell would win, but we must have 
a cinch—a mortal cinch.”

Mexico City, Nov 9.—Gen. Venustiano 
Carranza today issued an ultimatum de- 
claring himself the chief head of the re- 
public. 

The proclamation was issued at Cordo- 
ba and directed to the military chieftains 
and the civil empboyés of the central gov- 
ernment, who were ordered to obey Car- 
rana as first chief of the Constitutionail- 
iste and to disregard totally the man- 
dates of the Aguas Calientes convention. 
To the military chieftains he said that 
unless they left the conference and were 
back at their posts by 6 o'clock Tuesday 
evening their next in rank would assume 
their places. 

Gen. Eulalio Gutierrez, who was ap- 
pointed provisional president of Mexico 
by the Aguas Calientes convention, has 
proclaimed himeelf the chief executive 
beginning Nov. 10.

Voices Carranza’s Challenge. 

Roque Estrada, private secretary to 
Gen. Carranza, arrived in the capital to- 
night from Cordoba. In an interview he 
said: 

“We have exhausted all legitimate 
means to bring about a peaceful arrange- 
mentof this trouble. The Aguas Calientes 
convention must obey Gen. Carranza or 
the delegates to it will be treated as 
traitors. We have sufficient means at our 
disposal to make good our mandates.” 

Foreign Minister Fabela is expected to 
arrive in the capital tomorrow from Cor- 
doba, where he has been with Gen. Car- 
ranza arragging details of the evacuation 
of Vera Cruz by the American forces. 
According to e high official here, a state- 
ment by the Carranza government on the 
question of the evacuation of the Amer- 
icans has been promised for tomorrow. 


Battle Near Mexico City. 

Heavy fighting has been in progress 
today in the suburb of Xochimilco be- 
tween followers of Emiliano Zapata and 
Gen. Carranze. Several trainloads of 
soldiers were sent from the capital to re- 
inforce the Xochimilco garrison. Passen- 
ger traffic between the two points ceased 
for several hours today so that the cars 
might be used to transport troops to the 
scene of the fighting and to bring wound- 
ed and refugees to the capital. Carran- 
ga’s forces checked the Zapata advance. 

Gen. Francisco Cardenas, who com-

Leaders Predict 
Allies’ Victory, 
Praising Cause 


Banquet fo Lord Mayor 
of London Marked by 
Great Enthusiasm. 


LAUD BELGIAN FIGHT 


LONDON, Nov. 9.~—The leaders of Great 
Britain's government and representatives 
of all its allies in the war with Germany 
tonight championed the cause of the allles 
and predicted the ultimate ,victory of 
their armies. 

They were greeted with great enthusl- 
asm when they spoke in the Guilé hall 
on the occasion of the inaugural banquet 


of the new lord mayor of London, Sir 
Charles Johnston, who succeeds Sit 
Thomas V. Bowater. 

Guild hall has been the scene of many 
clvic and national functions in the last 
600 years, but seldom has there been one 


ular imagination. Great outbursts of 
cheers greeted Premier Asquith, Earl‘ 
Kitchener, secretary for war; Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the xa- 
miralty; the Japanese, Russian. and 
French ambassadors, the Belgian min- 
ister, and the commander of the Canedian 
contingent. 


Balfour Praises the Allies. 

The formal toast to the king and royal 
family having been proposed, ex-Premier 
Arthur J. Balfour proposed The Allies.” 
He emphasized that the toast was with- 
out precedent, but he added, “ We are liy- 
ing in times that are also without prece- 
dent, when the whole world is either in 
arms or in anxious expectation,” 

Japan, continued Mr. Balfour, had made 
one of the most dramatic ang 
capture of Tsing-Tau, to the n 
lent message ever sent by one sovereign 
to another—that which seventeen years 
ago compelled Japan to give up Port 
Arthur, which she had taken from the 
Chinese. 

The former premier spoke in glowing 
terms of the gallantry of the Russian 
army, the powers of organization dis- 
played by Grand Duke Nicholas, and the 
speed with which Russia had carried out 
ite movement. 


Lauds Servia and Belgium. 

Mr. Balfour also spoke of Servia, which 
was prepared to give up everything short 
of national existence to keep peace, and 
of Belgium, whose history was even more 
tragic. Belgium had been overrun by the 
Germans for no cause except expediency 
of war, he said. 

Belgium, he declared, would be restored 
to all and more of her ancient prosperity 
by the allies, who were bound together 
by the pursuit of one great object, and 
there was no danger of disagreement, 
for no mean or petty motive actuated any 
of them. 

‘We are five nations,” said the former 
premier in conclusion, * and we fight not 
for ourselves alone, but for civilization 
and for all small states who seek to follow 
their own ideals without interference 
from any unauthorized and insolent ag- 
gressor.“ 


Defenders of Liberty. —Cambon. 
The French ambassador, Paul Cam- 
bon, said: 
„We are allied for the defense of lib- 
erty, of empire, and for the protection of 
oppressed nationalities. When history 
seeks out the responsible authors of so 
much bloodshed, of so much ruin and 
the misery of those mourning, of those 
methodical massacres and of that mourn- 
ing which is of every family from one 
end of Europe to the other, of that sya- 
tematic destruction of monuments—the 
sublime expression of Christian thought— 
we can remain imperturba ble: the respon- 
sibility will not Me with us. 
“We did not attack; we acted in sel- 
defense. We do not seek to slake the 
juste of dominion; we simply wish to 
have European civilization. We know 
that there has been inculcated in a whole 
people the cult of force and disdain of 
right, and there has been a persistent en- 
deavor to banish all feeling of humanity 
from its heart; that a once orderly nation 
nas been turned into a house of Dar- 
barians. 
„These professors of brutality thought 
they had foreseen everything. They had 
not foreseen that they would come into 
conflict with the conscience of the civil- 
ized world in this murderous war—the 
most terrible the world has ever seen, 
“We do not, like others, lay claim to 
nave Providence at our disposal, but we 
pelieve in eternal justice and await its 
decrees with unshababie confidence.” 
Kitchener Shows Confidence.

ATTACK GRUISER 
BY AIR AND SEA 


French Warship Beats Off Sub- 
marines and Aviator in 
Thrilling Battle. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. } 

PARIS, Nov. 8.—A thrilling story of 
how a French cruiser engaged with an 
aeroplane and submarine simultaneously 
is told by a midshipman. H says the 
French armored cruiser Waldeck-Rous- 
seau was heading for Cattaro in the small 
hours of the morning ang was warned 
that three submarines had stolen out 
to get it.

striam biplane came sailing through the 
air straight toward the cruiser, hovering

Aero Drops Two Bombs. 
Unmoved apparently by the hail of shot 
by quick firera, the biplane let fall a 
bomb which splashed into the sea about 
thirty feet to the starboard. A sécond 

bomb just missed the port quarter. 
| At the same moment the lookout sig- 
naled a submarine 800 yards to star 
board. The submarine discharged a tor- 
pedo almost as soon as it wae sighted, 
but the cruiser had time to shift its helm 
and the deadly shaft went ewirling by 
not more than three feet from the stern. 


Cruiser Sinks Submarine, 
Before it could make a second shot the 
cruiser had blown away its periscope, 
Another broadside must have sunk it, for 


to draw the cruiser’s fire while the sub- 
marine crept in and dealt a deadly blow. 

The Waldeck-Rousseau was easily a 
match for the two, and morty after the 
destroyer turned and ran for the harbor 
with a nasty Met to port, while the sub- 
marine dived to escape the etorm of shell 
and did not show itself again.

Germans Renew Offensive. 

The Germans have renewed their of- 
fensive in the vicinity of Ypres and Dix- 
mude, where several previous attempts 
to break through the allied) ines and gain 
the coast of France have deen repulsed 
after the most severe fighting of the war. 
There has, however, been no decisive 
action fought along the whole front, but 
each side is making gains, which may 
count when the crisia is at hand. With 
the tremendous forces opposing each 
other any progress must necessarily be 
slow in these days of siege battles, but 
both the allies and the Germans express 
satisfaction with the way in which the 
battle has gone 


Claims Made by Germans. 

The views of the Germans are told in 
the following report issued by general 
headquarters: : 

“During the evening a sortie of the 
enemy from Nieuport, which was repeat- 
ed during the night, completely failed. 

“Tn spite of obstinate resistance our 
attacks on Ypres are progressing slowly 
but steadily. 

“The hostile counter attacks south- 
west of Ypres have been repulsed and 
several hundred men taken prisoners.” 

This is denied by a statement by the 
Beigian ministry of war, which says: 

“The situation at Nieuport is station 
ary, with slight advantage te us. Dix- 
mude has been bombarded by the enemy.”

Official French Statement.

Russian Warships Active. 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The protected cruisers 
Kagul and Pamiat Merkooria of the Rus- 
sian Black sea fleet, bombarded the 
straits of Bosporus and the coal depots 
off Eregli on Saturday, according to an 
announcement made at Constantinople 
and forwarded by the correspondent at 
Athens of the Temps.

States this year are worth $5,068,742,000, 
or $104,000,000 more than the value of 
the game crops last year, notwithstanding 
a logs of $418,000,000 sustained by cotton 
planters on Rut alone as a result of the 
Duropean war. 

Preliminary estimates of the important 
farm crops announced yesterday by the 
department of agricuiture and statistics 
of the average prices paid to producers 
on Nov. 1 indicate that this year’s wheat 
and corn crops are the most valuable ever 
grown in the United States, that the 
wheat and apple crops are record har- 
vesta, and the potato crop is the second 
largest ever raiged. 

The huge wheat crop and the increased 
price of that cereal, the large corn and 
apple crops, and the increased price of 
oats, bariey, and rye more than offset 
the big loss in the value of the cotton 
erop resulting from the war.

this to light. Already work has been done 
for the child wanderers of the war and 
the Chicagoans who have been working 
quietly are much in sympathy with the 
larger phase of the work. 

No one In Chicago probably has done 
more for the war orphans than Dr. 
George de Tarnowsky. Dr. Tarnowsky 
u a Frenchman, and with a brother and 
a brother-in-law at the front, one sister 
serving as a Red Cross nurse, and an- 
other, after having given her home to 
the use of the refugees and wounded, de- 
voting her time to the soup kitchens of 
Nice, he has been keptin close touch with 
the war and its horrors, albeit he lives 
across the Atlantic.

But THE TRIBUNE’S plan is splendid.“ 
said Dr. Tarnowsky. I know through 
the experience of my sisters just how 
great is the need of these children. I do 
not like to see the scattering of the Bel- 
gians, but something must be done to 
tase the suffering of the little folks. 

“France is bandling her own problem. 
She has plenty of money and food and 

i clothes, and she is sharing generously 
with those in need, but she cannot meet 
all the demands—the combined countries 
who are endeavoring to assist the refu- 
gees and cwounded over there cannot han- 
dle the situation without our aid.” 


War Separates Families. 

“Tt ie dificult: for Americans to imag- 
ine the situation Abroad, said Mrs. Wat- 
son Blair, who returned recently after 
having had much difficulty in escaping 
the war zone England is doing some 
wonderful work caring for the homeless 
Belgians.

Small Canada Farms Also 
Offered to Homeless 
War Victims. 


APPEAL TO PROVINCE. 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—To 
relieve to some little extent the burden of 
the homeless Belgians and to add s 
stanch citizenhood of her people, the 
province of Ontario in the near future 
will have the first 200 Belgian children 
orphaned by the war settled in her com- 


fortable homes. 

It is the latest of many proposals which 
has been made and acted upon in Ontario 
for the benefit of the Belgian people. 
The Association of Children's Aid So- 
cletles of Ontario has informed the On- 
tario government that they are ready to 
place an initial 200 of these motherless 
little ones in good country homes in On- 
tario. It is most likely that the-offer of 
the association will be accepted by the 
government, although no reply has yet 
deen made to the request. 


Others Join In. 

The proposal has met with general 
favor all over the province, and local 
societies in various parts of Ontario have 
written stating that they are eager te 
place specific numbers. 

Indeed, it seems Belgian children could 
be placed in Ontario much more readily 

than the native children, so great is the 
sympathy for the Belgian people. Other 
practical schemes are being devised daily 
in this province for the assistance of the 
homeless people. To some extent there 
is probably a selfish motive that Ontario 
might be able to add to its population 
many of. this industrious and.determined 
race. From six different parts of the 
province have come offers of extensive 
tracts of land. 

The scheme is to subdivide this into 
small farms of ten or twenty acres and

Germans Offer Aid. 

Right from the heart of Ontario's Ger- 
man belt, Berlin City, there have been 
offers of this kind, and in the event of 
the bringing out of 200 orphan Belgiap 
children it is quite probable that some 
of them will be fostered in homes of 
which the heads are Germans or of Ger- 
man name and ancestry. 

During the last few days Canada has 
forwarded thousands of dollars’ worth 
of clothing and food to the Belgian peo- 
ple, and it is anticipated that on the re- 
turn the ships will bring back Belgians 
to accept her farm land proposals and the 
proposals of homes for her young chil- 
dren. Ontario sees a future for the in- 
terisive agricultural methods of the Bel- 
gian, and Mr. Bull, one of the big farm- 
ers of the province, who has made an offer 
of 500 acres of land, says thatthe offer 
could be duplicated many times over 
throughout the province.

homes are proper. This is necessary 
whether the child is to be adopted is to 
be given a home and not adopted, or is to 
be cared for until the family reéstab- 
lished m Burope is prepared to take back 
the members of the scattered flock. 
The arrangements must be such as to 
comply with all legal requirements.

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THE SOUTH SHORE PROJECT. 


At the time of the negotiation of the south shore 
agreement it was estimated that this public im- 
provement could be completed in ten years. Since 

settlement was completed nearly a fifth of 
that time has gone by and not a spade has been 
turned. This is sheer loss. It is avoidable waste. 
‘Wt is another expression of our slovenly manner 
of going at great public works. 

This project, which means so much to the city 
and to its people, which represents, in fact, one of 
the greatest steps yet*taken in the movement of 
modern city planning anywhere in the world, has 
been ‘virtually motionless for nearly two years. 

There is nothing of the Chicago spirit in that. 
What is the solution of the mystery? Of course, 
fundamentally it is public indifference, which per- 
mits official neglect. But the immediate obstacle | 
to action seems to be a particularly shortsighte4 
and unreasonable piece of local self-interest. The 
project waits upon the granting of a permit by 
the secretary of war. The permit has been ap- 
plied for by the south park commissioners. The 
secretary of war requires that the city, through its 
representative, the council, shall join in the appli- 
eation for the permit. The council waits upon 
advice from its harbor committee. The harbor 
committee seems to be waiting upon the consent of 
Ald. Merriam and Kimball, and these aldermen 
are withholding that t because the south 
park commission will not pledge itself to establish 
a bathing beach at Sixty-third street. 

A bathing beach is to be provided at Fifty-sixth 
to Fifty-seventh street. The beach at Rocky ledge 
(Seventy-ninth street) is to be enlarged. The south 
park board holds that a third beach in little more 
than half a mile from the Fifty-seventh street 
beach is now uncalled for, and that when it is 
shown to be needed it will be provided, but that 
the board cannot make pledges as to time or situ 
ation. 

This does not satisfy Ald. Merriam and Kimball. 
and the harbor committee, confronted by their neg- 
ative, has postponed action indefinitely. 

It is a preposterous situation. The demand of 
the Seventh ward aldermen for a beach within six 
or seven blocks of an established beach is not 
within reason. Even the distance from the site 
they have selected to the Rocky ledge beach is not 
more than the distance from Diversey beach to 
Clarendon. 

Granted the desirability of more bathing beaches 
along the whole shore, this must be accomplished 
by following a general plan conceived in fairness 
to all localities. If the representatives of certain 
communities indulge in the grab policy, only con- 
fusion, injustice, and delay will follow. It would 
seem that the south park board could be trusted 
to do what is wise in developing bathing beach 
facilities on lines which are fairest and most con- 
venient for all. If not, pressure should be brought 
to bear upon the board, but not in a form costly 
to the whole community. 

If Ald. Merriam and Ald. Kimball persist in 
their selfish obstructive policy the council should 
run over them. The community by its heavy af- 
dirmative vote on the Michigan boulevard link, the 
good roads bond issue, and the forest preserve 
shows that it desires the constructive forward move- 
ment to proceed. The south shore park is perhaps 
the most important part of the design for the new 
city. It should have been moving on toward reali- 
zation long before this. 

And there is added reason for action at this time. 
Every desirable public work which has been agreed 
upon and provided for should be got under way 
with as little delay as possible for the sake of the 
3 situation. 


THE EIAu-cHAU SPHERE. 

The loss of Kiau-Chau puts an end to, or at least 
seriously interrupts, a very promising adventure of 
German imperialism. 

The nominal lease of ninety-nine years, granted 
nominally as indemnity for the death of two Ger- 
man missionaries at the hands of a mob in 1897, was 
simply a fiction covering, but not concealing, a 
valuable territorial concession. Kiau-Chau virtu- 
ally dominated Shantung province, considered the 
richest territory in the Chinese empire, and with. 
its railroad connections north and south was des- 
tined in the efficient hands of the Germans to 
become a powerful center of influence and a pov 
session rich enough to fill the heart of any rival 
with envy. The harbor of Tsing-Tao is said to be 
less good than that of Dalny from a peace point of 
view, but more easily defensible. In fact, it was 
believed that in time this place would have rivaled 
or surpassed Port Arthur as a fortress. German 
efficiency had done wonders with the town, pure 
west thrust upon pure east without compromise,” 
and valuable mining and railroad concessions in 
Shantung were being developed with enterprise. 

Germany has increased her exports to China dur- 
ing the ‘period of her possession of Klau-Chau 50 
per cent, and the trade of Tsing-Tao alone is said 
to approximate $45,000,000 a year.

DOMESTICS AS TYPHOID CARRIERS, 
{From the New York Sun.] 

In a recent issue of the Sun the danger from 
hitherto unsuspected sources, the kitchen and 
pantry, was emphasized by citing the fact that 
about 3 per cent of the population of Manila were 
proved cholera carriers, and most of these were 
engaged in handling food. Now comes the an- 
nouncement in the Journal of the American Med- 
cal Association of two epidemics of typhoid fever. 
The state department of health of Pennsylvania 
discdvered in a recent investigation of a typhoid 
fever epidemic at Lehigh university that forty 
students were infected by a kitchen employé who, 
though long since recovered from an attack of 
typhoid fever, still carried the germs, 

The director of the hygienic laboratory of the 
California state board of health furnishes instruc- 
tive details of the infection of ninety-three per- 
sons in Hanford, Cal., where among the women 
furnishing food cooked at their own homes and 
served by them at a church dinner one woman 
was discovered to be the source of infection after 
all others had been carefully tested and excluded, 
though some had suffered from typhoid fever sev- 
eral years previously, and the carrier, 63 years of 
age, had never been in contact with this disease | 
except thirty years previously, when she nursed 
her daughter. She had prepared only one dish, 
spaghetti with a Spanish sauce. The latter, 
though boiled in her own kitchen, was handled 
and served by her without being again heated; 
the spaghetti had been thoroughly baked in her 
kitchen and again heated on a gas stove at the 
hall before being served. In order to be exact, 
the laboratory prepared a dish of spaghetti baked 
in the same manner. Taking cultures from sev- 
eral depths, it was shown that though the whole 
dish was sizzling, the temperature of the spa- 
ghetti two and a half inches from the surface 
was only 82 degrees Fahrenheit and an abundant 
colony of typhoid bacilli was discovered. 

This noteworthy investigation teaches two les- 
sons. The disease may originate in a typhoid 
carrier who never had the disease and be carried 
to long distances, like San Francisco, Fresno, and 
seven other places mentioned, thus completely 
throwing investigators off their guard. The most 
important lesson is obvious. Owing to the fre- 
quency with which epidemics have been traced 
to the hitherto obscure innocent carriers of the 
germ, all persons handling food should be not 
only cautioned but urged to cleanse their hands 
before touching food and whenever they are 
edlled away from its preparation. and basins 
easily accessible to hot water, soap, and nail 
brushes must be supplied to make this precau- 
tionary cleansing convenient and efficient. In ho- 
tels and restaurants this precaution is espectally 
urgent. In the most modern houses architects 
will doubtless hereafter arrange facilities in the

WILL NOT CERTIFY PENSIONER, 


Chicago, Nov. 1-—[To the Friend of the 
People. I recently received a letter from 


the state civil service commission which 
said that e person taking an examination 
in Chieago cannot be certified for a pos- 
tion in any other part of the state; also 


that it refused to certify persone to pos- 


tions in the state service who are recely- 

ing pensions from any city or corporation. 

Please give me the reason for the same. 
EDWARD BuRK. 

The etate civil service commission has never 
made a rule thet a person taking an exemina- 
tion in Chicago cannot be certified for a posi- 
tion in any other part of the state. Examina- 
tions are held in Chicage for positions open 
throughout the state. Examinations are held 
in some fifteen places throughout the state and 
persons taking them are eligible to positions 
in Chicago. Only in two classes of posttions 
is there an exception to this rule. For ekilled 
labor positions, where the compensation is sub- 
ject to union scales, the commission has di- 
vided the state into residence districts and 
persons must live in the district where the 
employment ts sought. Also, in certifying po- 
Hcemen to state institutions, the commission 
requirea that the persons certified must live 
in the county in which the institution is lo- 
cated, because it is necessary to have them 
worn in es deputy sheriffs and only residents 
k the county can be #0 sworn. 

The statement that the commission has de- 
cided not to certify to the state service per- 
eens enjoying a pension for superannuation 
or disability from any city or municipal cor- 
poration in the state is true. The commission 
believes that a pension is granted on the theory 
that an employé has become either too old or 
ia physically incapabdie of performing full duty 
for the city. If this te true, he could net 
render proper service to the state; and if it is 
not true, then he should be required to give 
up his pension from the city’ It is an unjust 
burden on a civil pension fund to support a 
person who is capable of earning full salary in 
some other service.

disease among meat animals. 
was issued barring shipments of cattle 
from Canada into the United States, and 
federal quarantine was placed on New 
Jersey and Rhode Island. 

‘Secretary of Agriculture Houston at 
the same time urged all state officials to 


coéperate with the government authori- 


ties to eradicate the plague. What was 
of greater interest to local dealers, how- 
‘ever, was the recommended killing of the 
‘entire herd of 834 blooded cattle which 
have been in quarantine here since the 
national dairy show. The estimated value 
of this herd is $2,000,100. 

The federal quarantine against shipping 
Canadian cattle into the United States 
will have slight effect on the meat supply 
in this country, it is said. During the 
month of September only 26,796 head of 
cattle were imported from the Dominion, 
This represents about one big day's re- 
ceipts at the Chicago stockyards. 


Owners Plan Court Fight. 

The recommendaton of officials of the 
bureau of animal industry that the entire 
dairy show herd be killcd came as a 
bombshell explosion among the owners 
ot the blooded stock. They held a meei- 
ing at the Saddle and Sirloin club, raised 
funds to fight such action by federal or 
state authorities in the courts, and re- 
tained Attorney John S. Goodwin. 

It developed that government officials 
from the outbreak of the disease among 
the dairy show cattle have recommended 
destroying them the same as has been 
done with other infeeted herds. The 
Illinois live stock commission and State 
Veterinarian O. E. Dyson, however, have 
favored keeping the dairy show cattle 
under close quarantine, in the hope of 
being able to cure the disease in time. 

It is up to the state authorities to say 
what disposition shall be made of all in- 
fected cattle in Illinois. The federal au- 


thoritles are without police powers-w ithin 


the state. 


Complete Cure Doubted. 

Dr. S. E. Bennett, in charge of the Chi- 
cago office of the bureau of animal indus- 
try, is doubtful as to whether the dairy 
cattle will ever be completely cured. He 
says animals convalescing from one at- 
tack of foot and mouth disease may be- 
come reinfected and have recurrent at- 
tacks. Cattle are not immune, he says, 


“after once having had the disease. 


Dr. Joseph Hughes, specia! veterinarian 
employed by the owners of the dairy 
show herd, reported that all of the first 
lot of animals which showed symptoms 
of the disease have nearly recovered. 
Dr. M. J. Rosenau of Harvard university 
inspected the diseased cattle during the 
day. Dr. Rosenau ia interested in the 
cases from a pathological standpoint. He 
did not take samples of the virus for ex- 
amination, however, for fear of spreading 
the disease. 

Push Cattle to Slaughter. 

Receipts at the larger packing centers 
outside of Chicago indicate that western 
stock raisers.are rushing their cattle to 
market through fear of having the foot 
and mouth infection break out among 
their animals. 

A new angle of the epidemic was dis- 
covered by federal inspectors in an anti- 
hog cholera serum. Tests of serum found 
at the plant of a Chicago manufacturer 
showed it was infected. Inspectors were 
rushed out to trace all of the shipments 
made from this plaint since Oct. 1. Some 
of these shipments were m as far west 
as Montana. Theinspectors were ordered 
to destroy all serum found and procure a 
list of farmers to whom it had beén sold.

DR. AUGUST AREND DEAD; 
OWNED DRUG STORE CHAIN. 


Founder of String of Shops Once 
Leaped from Lake Vessel in Effort 
to Commit Suicide. 


Dr. August Arend, founder of the chain 
of A. Arend drug stores in Chicago, died 
yesterday at his residence, 3966 Lake Park 
avenue. He was 80 years old. 

In August, two years ago, Dr. Arend 
became despondent over ill health and at- 
tempted suicide by leaping overboard 
from a steamer in midlake. The vessel 
was put about and the aged chemist res- 
cued, partially through his own efforts, 
because he swam and kept afloat until 
a small boat reached him. At that time 
he said he was weary of everything 
and had written a farewell letter to his 
wife. 

Dr. Arend was born in Cologne, Ger- 
many. He came to America in 1855 and 
entered bus ness in Philadelphia. On ac- 
count of ill health he came to Chicago in 
1871, when he opened his first drug store 
at Madison street and Fifth avenue, from 
which the present chain of stores has 
grown. Dr. Arend closed his interest in 
the stores fifteen years ago. 

Dr. Arend is survived by his widow, 
who was his second wife, and four chil- 
dren, William Arend of Los Angeles, 
Frank Arend of Boston, and Mrs. Alvin 
Butz and Mrs. Walter Butz of Wilmette.

| An emergency amendment to the pri- 
mary law to siraighten out the confusion 
in which judicia! nominations are left is 
“believed” to be necessary and such a bill 


legislature in January. 

| It would require 102 votes in the house 
and thirty-four in the senate-a two- 
thi rds voie—to pass the bill in time to 
make it apply to the elections next June. 
‘If this is not done the general opinion 
of party mahdzgers is that the old conven- 
tion. system will have to be resuscitated 
for these nominations. 


Blanket Erovision May Apply. 

There is, however, the following blanket 
provision in the primary law that might 
apply to the judicial nominations: 

A primary for the nomination for all 
other officers, nominations for which are 
required to be made under the provisions 
of this act, shall be held three weeks pre- 
ceding the date of the general election 
for such offices respectively.“ 

Under this provision it is now held the 
primaries for Superior, Circuit, and Su- 
preme judges could be held three weeks 
before the June election. 


General Law in Conflict. 

But the general law provides that such 
nomlnations must be certified at least 
thirty days before the date of the election. 
To comply with this provision of the law 
it would be necessary to hold the judicial 
primaries earlier than three weeks 
before the election. The primary law 
does not say at least three weeks but 
fixes the exact date at precisely three 
weeks before.

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Springfield, III., Nov. 9.—[Special. ]— 
Three hundred delegates from Chicago 
and northern Illinois arrived here today 
for the twentieth annual meeting of the 
Illinois Federation of Women's Clubs, 
which opens tomorrow. 
The Chicago delegation arrived on a 
special train at 4:30 o'clock and were 
met with automobiles provided by local 
members. A squad of boy scouts took 


care of the baggage. Springfield wel- 
comed the delegates in.gala style. Al- 
together there are 700 women here for 
the convention. It will last until Friday. 
Election of a president to succeed Mrs. 
Frederick A. Dow of Chicago and the 
dress reform movement are two topics 
that are being discussed with the great- 
est interest. Although no opposition to 
the candidacy of Mrs. Albert Watson of 
Mt. Vernon, now vice president, has de- 
veloped, it is said the Chicago contingent 
is considering putting forth a candi- 
date. 
The name of Mrs. John C. Swinson has 
been mentioned. The Fashion Art league, 
composed of Chicago dressmakers, has 
been making efforts to further the cause 
of American made fashions. 


Dunne to Welcome Them. 
The opening session tomorrow will be 
held in the hall of representatives. Gov. 
Edward F. Dunne and Mrs. C. C. Brown, 
president of the Springfield Women's 
club, are scheduled to give the addresses 
of welcome. The response will be made 
by Mrs. Dow, the retiring president. A 
business session wil) follow, at which re- 
ports of officers and committees will be 
received. 

The comprehensive nature of the activi- 
ties of the federation is indicated by the 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9.—Pronouncing 
the passage of the Clayton anti-trust bill 
as organized labor's greatest single ac- 
complishment for the last year, the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor presented its annual report 
today to the thirty-fourth convention of 
the organization here. 

Of the Clayton bill the council's sta te- 

ment says that contains the most fund- 
amental, the most comprehensive enun- 
ciation of industrial freedom, found in any 
legislative act in the histery of the 
world,“ and that it was obtained through 
the organized economic power " repre- 
sented by the workers of the United 
States. 
Discussing economic organization as 
the keynote of the federation’s thought 
and effort, the council expressed pride 
in the report of progress transmitted at 
a time when most of the civilized coun- 
tries are submerged by a worldwide war,“ 
while in the United States on every | 
hand the workers are insisting upon the 
maintenance of organization and resist- 
ance to deterioration of present working 
conditlons.“ 


Helps Mitigate Losses. 
„Organized labor,“ it adds, has as- 
sisted the effort to mitigate the industrial 
disorganization and losses entailed by the 
European war.“

After one of the west side wards had 
voted for Gary Haupt jumped up and 
withdrew his name, asking everybody to 
vote for Gary. He said he just wanted to 
see whether the west side crowd was 
really for the west side. He said he had 
heard enough of the voting to convince 
him that the west side leaders were not 
sticking together, and he didn’t want to 
be made the goat any further. 


Dempsey Votes for Himself. 


Factional feeling ran high throughout 
the meeting in which the flood gates of 
oratory were opened. When Ald. Demp- 
sey arose to announce the vote of his ward 
for chairman he voted for himself. He 
said he did it not because he was anxious 
to be elected, but as a protest against the 
bitter things that were said at the free 
for all fight last Wednesday night. 

Mingled hisses and handclapping fol- 
lowed the announcement. 

Mr. Knight, who was defeated for the 
chairmanship, is expected to resign as 
president of the Progressive club. He 
would not admit this intended action last 
night.

the meeting angry although Mr. Knight 
himee!f dectared that the Progressive 
party wae a religion with him and that 
he intended to remain a true blue Progres- 
sive to the end of his days. 


Marion Drake Scored. 

Most of the women who attended the 
meeting were with the Knight faction 
and they said a lot of things about Marion 
Drake, the First ward Progressive lead- 
er, who lined up with the Ickes faction at 
the last moment. 

Some of the women who were fighting 
for Knight stood at the back of the hall 
and expressed themselves without reser- 
vation about Miss Drake. They charged 
that she pledged her support to Knight 
as late as last Saturday, and that she had 
switched to Ickes over Sunday. They also 
allowed that the Knights had helped lib- 
erally to finance Miss Drake's alder 
manic campaign and they thought, to say 
the least, that she was ungrateful. 

For three solid hours the convention 
was engulfed in a stirring debate as to 
how it should proceed to elect the chair- 
man. It was 6 o’clock before the firat test 
vote was reached on the question as t“ 
whether proxies should be recognized.

Unofficial Count Shows Chiperfield 
and Williams, Republican and 
Democrat, Dllinois Winners. 


An unofficial count of all but Bureau, 
Ford, and Saline counties last night indi- 
cated that one Republican and one Demo- 
cratic congresaman at large had been 
elected from Illinois.

AS COMPROMISE 


Commission Names Third Man 


After Managers Wrangle 
for an Hour. 


BY SAM WELLER. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 9.—[(Special.]— 
Charley White and Freddie Welsh went 
into the ring to battle for a world’s cham- 
ptonship without either knowing who was 
to be the referee. George Duffy finally 
was selected after a long argument. 

For a time early in the afternoon it 


looked as if the big fight might be called 
off at the last moment because of a dis- 
pute over the referee. Nate Lewis, 
White’s manager, refused to stand for 
Walter Houlihan, whom Welsh selected 
without consulting any one’s wishes but 
his own. 
Protests Against Houlihan. 

Lewis then hunted up Harry Pollok, 
Welsh manager, and Chairman Lig- 
inger of the Wisconsin state boxing com- 
mission immediately on arriving in Mfl- 
waukee. Nate delivered an ultimatum to 
the effect that there would be no fight 
unless some one other than Houlihan 
was selected to act as judge. 

Lewis simply took advantage of the law 
which governs boxing in this state. A 
committee rule requires that any protest 
on a referee must be filed forty-eight 
hours before @ bout is scheduled to start. 
Harry Stout was the official choice for 
referee and Welsh’s camp failed to file 
any protest against him. Instead Welsh 
picked Houlihan, with whom he is ac- 
qainted. 

Pleads Long with Managers. 

Pollok held that unless Houlihan was 
referee there would be no fight, and Chair- 
man Liginger pleaded with both manegers 
for an hour without getting either to 
change his stand. 

As a last resort Liginger fell back upon 
the state law which stipulates that in 
case of a Gispute between the principals 
the referee shall be named by the boxing 
commission. Assured that neither Stout 
nor Houlihan would be the commission's 
choice, the rival managers finally agreed 
to accept whomever the commission a&p- 
pointed. 

After the referee question had been set- 
tled Welsh and White stepped on the

The ‘Chicago 
boy showed by his assimilation of the 
punches that it takes a hard wallop to 
slow him up. 

For five rounds Welsh never once 
changed his style. Not once, except when 
in close quarters, did he take a chance 
with’ his right hand, for he was well 
aware that taking such a chance would 
leave him open and in danger of a clout 
from White's knockout fist. But the mas- 
terful milling of the champion did not for 
an instant discourage the Chicago fighter, 

Time and time again White, well aware 
thet Welsh's jabs and defense were 
counting ageinst him, let his famous left 
hook fly. Sometimes it went wide of the 
mark for which it was aimed. At other 
times White found Welsh’s guarding 
glove separating his fist from the cham- 


pion’s jaw. 
Charley Changes Tactics. 

That was enough to discourage any one, 
but not Charley White. He altered his 
tactics after the first round and used his 
right hand with good effect, with the re- 
sult that Welsh had only a slight shade | 
when half of the battle was over. 

This margin was gained in the third 
session, when he outpointed the Chica- 
goan through his aggressiveness and 
clean hitting. 

In the sixth round the first blood of the 
contest was spilled and White was the one 
to spill it. Hardly had the round started 
when Welsh banged his left against Char 
ley’s mouth. The punch cut his lip, but 
even that mishap didn’t discourage 
White. 

Chicago Boy Shows Speed. 

The Chicagoan did not back up a step, 
but met the champion as he came in witb 
his flying jabs. But that punch spurred 
Charley on to greater efforts. He in- 


creased his speed and let one left follow 
another for Welsh's jaw, but in the sixth 
and seventh rounds he was unable to do 
anything against the clever defense of the 
master boxer. 

It was not until the eighth session that | 
White's efforts were rewarded. It was 
not due entirely to White alone, however, 
that he found the champion’s jaw with his 
left. Welsh, growing confident, did some- 
thing he had not done for seven rounds, 
He let fly his right hand for White's jaw 
and connected. But the next time he 
tried the trick White copped him on the 
chin. 


Briton Crawls in Shell. 

The blow stung, and for the remainder 
of the round Welsh did not take any liber- 
ties with his right, but contented himseif 
with left jabbing. From that time on to 
the finish White came fast, and it was his 
work in the last two rounds that permit- 
ted him to make up the ground he had 
lost early in the fight. 

Welch did not escape from the battle 
without shedding some of his own gore. 
In the tenth round White, in his eager- 
ness to land a punch that would bring 
the contest to an end, ran his head into 
the Englishman. The contact opened a 
cut over Freddie's left eye and it bled pro- 
fusely.
